NOTHING AS YET HEARD FROM 
THE DANMARK. 


El Paso, Texas, H as a M ayor W ho 
Can Stand Off an Arm y o f Pol­ 
iticians—Fruit Prospects.

“ LET T H E SOUTH A LO N E.” 
Interview s W ith Southern M en U pon th e 
N eeds of th e South. 
P h il a d e l p h ia . April 18th —The Enquirer 
will publish to morrow interviews which 
it has collected with prominent politicians 
of the Southern States, in answer to the 
questions, “ \\ hat is the Southern ques­ 
tion?” “ And how should it be met, to pro­ 
duce the greatest good to the South ?" ‘ 
Tbe responses from nearly all voiced the 
same sentim ent; that the race problem is 
the great one to be solved, and that the 
South should be allowed to manage her 
own affairs without interference. 
Among the most prominent gentlemen 
from whom replies were received, are the 
following: Governor Richardson, of South 
Carolina; Governor Lee, of Virginia: Gov­ 
ernor Buckner, of Kentucky;' Attornev- 
General Miller, of Mississippi, and Lieu­ 
tenant-Governor Mauldin, of South Caro­ 
lina.The tenor of their replies is contained 
mainly in that of Governor Richardson’s, 
who says the Southern question is the race 
question, “ Shall the Atrican or the Cauca- 
sion race predominate ? There should be 
a strict avoidance by the General Govern­ 
ment of any distinctively Southern policy, 
leaving to the Stales themselves the man­ 
agement of their own domestic affairs. 
Governor Buckner of Kentucky protested 
that there, is no Southern question. Such 
unpatriotic sectional agitation, whether 
originating in the North or South, should 
not be encouraged, and injury resulting 
from such agitation would be reduced to the 
minimum if the people of each State would 
continue to attend to their own aifairs and 
unite in supporting the general Govern­ 
ment in its just exercise of all legitimate 
powers. 
Attorney-General Miller of Mississippi 
said the contrast between the negro and 
white Governments had been so decidedly 
in favor of the latter that the white people 
were determined that there shall be no re­ 
turn to the former. A military despotism 
would be preferred. When interstates 
judgment, instead of passion and prejudice, 
shall control the Southern negro then the 
question will be solved. 
Lieutenant-Governor Mattlniu of South 
Carolina says the Federal Government can 
help the South by appointing to office men 
of character and capacity and by dealing 
generously in the matter of international 
improvement, and by refunding the cotton 
tax. In other words, savs he, let the South 
alone. 
T H E FR U IT PROSPECT.-', 
R eport* a re E xcellent F rom A ll Section* 
of th e Uuion. 
S t. L ou is, April 18th.—The Republic will 
print to-morrow a report giving the fruit 
and vegetable prospect of the whole coun­ 
try. The reports have all been written 
during the present month by the best in­ 
formed parties in their respective States. 
Tbe peach crop is expected to be the 
largest ever grown, the peach buds being 
ahve at this time in every State in the 
Union, and the season being now so far 
advanced the crop is assureo in the West 
and South, nml although too early to safelv 
predict a full yield in the East, yet a good 
crop is expected. 
The crop of apples will be much smaller 
than that of last year, it being an off year 
for that crop at many of the big shipping 
points. 
The strawberry crop is nearly up to tbe 
average, yet ruucti larger than that of 1888, 
which was the lightest in many years. 
Tbe pear crop will average light through­ 
out. Its great enemy is the biight. 
The grape crop in the West and South 
has been favored with such a mild winter 
that but little injury has been intiicted. and 
nearly a double yield of that of last vear is 
looked fur. 
The general vegetable crop, which ia at­ 
tracting more attention from labor and in­ 
vestors generally, especially through the 
Southern States, is reported excellent. 
Florida is now the most formidable rival 
ot all other Southern States as a shipper of 
early fruits and vegetables, getting into 
every market, l ast and West, before any 
other State by several weeks. Her orange 
crop promises to be larger than that of lust 
year, the heaviest on record. 
California, it seems, is drying and evap­ 
orating her fruits to a greater extent since 
the interstate commerce law raised rates to 
distant markets, yet the almost unprece­ 
dented low prices’ prevailing for dried and 
evaporated fruit now and for months past, 
will discourage operators and reduce the 
amount of fruit so saved largelv in all the 
States. 


A LUCKY HEIRESS. 
An Unr.ophlslicatt.il M ountain G irl W ins

W ealth. 
X f.w Bedford (Mass.), April 18th.—An 
anonymous writer in San Francisco has 
been the means of transforming an igno­ 
rant mountain girl into a wealthy heiress. 
During the war there came to Nantucket a 
young dentist named Franklin A. Ellis. 
He had plenty of money, which he in­ 
creased by securing a large practice. There 
were mysterious rumors about him, but he 
kept his past to himself and nothing could 
be discovered of his earlier days. In 1884 
he died, leaving personal property and real 
estate amounting to $100,000. These went 
to some Massachusetts relatives. The Court 
appointed Alien Coffin administrator and 
the estate was amicably divided. About a 
year since Mr. Coffin was surprised to re­ 
ceive several letters from San Francisco, 
signed “ Cleveland.'’ saying Ellis had a 
daughter living, and telling him to inquire 
in Gainsville. Ga. All efforts to discover 
Cleveland's identity failed. 
Mr. Coffin staried out to investigate, and 
at Gainesville found that Ellis had, in 1880, 
married a Martha Palty, and had prevailed 
on her mother to sell her estate and go 
North with him. He was traced to Illi­ 
nois, where _ it was ascertained that after 
some time Ellis had robbed the mother-in- 
law of all her money and fled. The old 
lady died and his wiie, after giving birth to 
a daughter, wedded a widower named

A Suit of C lothes, an A niericau F lag and 
a C heek of B rass. 
Chicago, April 19th.—A Daily News 
\\ asbington special has a very prettv little 
story which promises to develop iiito au 
interesting trial. 
It comes to Washington 
from Alaska. It is to the effect that about 
three years ago a man named McPherson 
sailed from San Francisco and eventual­ 
ly landed °n one of the Aleutian 
Islands off the coast of Alaska Mr. 
McPherson’s entire outfit consisted of a 
suit of clothes, an American flag and cheek 
enough for a regiment, together with a 
paper purporting to have been signed bv 
Attorney-General Garland, appointing him 
1 nited States Commissioner. As soon as 
lie landed on the island he raised the 
American flag with a great deal of cere­ 
mony, took command of 600 natives and 
compelled them to address him as King 
McPherson. Each season he exacted a 
heavy tribute from the natives, and alto­ 
gether he set-nts to have been having a 
lovely lime. 
Things went along very smoothly until a 
few months ago, when report says he had 
some difficulty with three of his subjects, 
and, fearing there might be mutinv, he 
hanged three of the rebellious ones. "The 
report of McPherson rule reached the 
Treasury’ Department and a special agent 
was sent to his island to investigate the 
matter. This agent recently reported the 
tacts to Secretary Windom ’substantially as 
Ihey are given above. Now it is said the 
revenue cutter will be sent to the island for 
the purpose of arresting McPherson. It is 
the intention ot th e' authorities to bring 
him to San Francisco and try him fur 
murder.

— United 
States Deputy Marshals have been hunting 
since Monday night for Captain Stonewall, 
first mate Ryan and second mate Robins 
of the Solitaire, which arrived from Dun­ 
kirk Monday after a sixty-four days’ voy­ 
age. The officers are armed with warrants 
for the arrest of the three men, charging 
them with cruelty, such as has seldom been 
reported on shipboard in recent years. The 
story as told by the sailors to the United 
States Commissioner includes the murder 
of one of the seamen, who was knocked 
from the fore upper sailvard by the second 
mate to the deck, killing him instantly. 
The injuries of the others was by frightful 
beatings, continued brutality and over­ 
work during the whole voyage. On the 
way up the river the Captain sent the first 
and second mates ashore near League Is­ 
land, not daring to bring them to the city 
tor fear of arrest. He brought the vessel to 
the city himself and then disappeared. 


A SH R EW D M AYOR. 
H e T ake* M atter* In III* O w n H and* 
W hen N ecessary. 
E l P aso (Tex.), April 18th.—A peaceable 
and eminently successful revulu ion was 
accomplished in the municipal aflairs of 
El Paso this afternoon. A new charter 
was lately granted by the Legislature. At 
th^first election under it the Republican 
ticket was elected. The former City Coun­ 
cil was Democratic, and refused to open 
and promulgate the returns of ihe election. 
This would k.’ep in the old Aldermen, the 
majority being Democrats. This afternoon 
Mayor L.ghtbody, a Republican, opened 
and read the returns in spite of tbe Alder­ 
men and declared the c-sw ticket elected. 
The new Mayor, Krakaus, was at once 
sworn in, with the new Aldermen, and ap 
pointed I. Fisher Satterthwaite City Mar­ 
shal, and enough deputies were sworn in 
to keep the peace. Of course great dissat­ 
isfaction existed among the Democrats, 
and there was much talk of forcible resist­ 
ance, but up to a late hour the peace had 
not been broken. 


TH E ACT O F A H ERO , 
A Sw itchm an Die* to Save tho Lite of a 
L ittle C hild. 
N ew York, April ISth.—A hero, clad in 
brown, greasy overalls, checked jumper 
and the cap of a switchman, lost’his life 
yesterday in the yard of tbe Pennsyl­ 
vania Railroad at Jersey City while saving 
from the frightful death tb’at he himseif 
met a ten-year-old child. He was Patrick 
McAtamnv, an Irishman, 42 years old, who 
supported his wife and family of seven 
young children by switching trains for the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. He was standing 
in the door of his little house about 3 
o’clock waiting for a single carto he backed 
by an engine on a side track. Just as the 
car which he had switched reached him, a 
little boy who had been picking up coal 
from an ash heap near by stepped on the 
track immediately in front of tbe car. 
McAtarany saw him and jumping to the 
track pushed the boy violently from it. 
The next instant, however, the rapidly 
moving car struck the man. There was a 
crunching of bones, and when the engine 
had pushed the car on a mass of bloody 
shreds was all that remained ot the switch­ 
man.

A M ichigan C hippy W ho W anted to Join 
th e Cowboys. 
M arine City (Mich.), April 18th.—On 
Monday evening last James Williams and 
his wife were taken suddenly ill with 
symptoms of poisoning. They áre still in 
a serious condition. 
This morning Matilda Williams, the 14- 
year-old daughter of Mrs. Williams by a 
lormer husband, admitted to tbe physician 
in charge that she had put a tablespoonful 
o f‘‘Rough on Rats” in the tea of each. 
’The girl had cast her fortunes with a 
cowboy combination and was brought 
home against her will. She saw no way to 
continue on the high road to fame that she 
had selected other than by removing her 
parents, and she acted accordingly. 
D id N ot W an t Hi* Nose P ulled. 
W ashington, April 18th.—In the Armes 
Court-martial case to-day,Governor Beaver 
testified that personally he bad nothing to 
do with Armes’ removal from tbe parade on 
Inauguration Day. Some one had sug­ 
gested that General Armes be appointed on 
the staff, and not remembering at the time 
in the hurry that General Armes was dead, 
he (Beaver) had said appoint him. When 
the mistake was discovered he had told 
Armes how it occurred and dropped his 
name from the list.

T he Fruit-G row ers* C onvention. 
S a n D ie g o . April 18th.—The visiting 
fruit-growers in session at National City 
spent yesterday in visiting the country con­ 
tiguous to San Diego. Over 500 were car­ 
ried sixty miles to the choicest valleys in 
the county and the famous Sweetwater 
dam. To-night the session was well at­ 
tended. John Wheeler, of the Viticultural 
Commission, explained the new disease to 
vines, which had made ita appearance 
in San Gabriel and other places. Other 
papers on deciduous fruits eud nuts and on 
the drying and canning of fruits were 
read. The session closes to-morrow. 


5Í. Mosso, of Turin, having carried ton 
a series of experiments with the blood of 
eels, finds that it possesses marked poison­ 
ous properties. Half a cubic centimeter 
of the serum injected beneath the skin of 
a dog weighing thirty-five pounds, killed 
it in four minutes. At this rate, an eel 
weighing five pounds would contain enough 
poison to despatch ten men. The blood 
of animals poisoned by eel’s blood cannot 
be made to coagulate, just as after the bite 
of serpents. Fortunately the blood is in­ 
ert when introduced via the stomach, and 
it loses its toxic properties when heated.—

Ih e ( haticellor concludes hv 
declariog that Germany lias nothing to do 
with the internal affairs oí S3mou; that 
her mission is restricted to protecting Ger­ 
mans and enab ing them to develop their 
commercial interests. 
Prince Bismarck 
lias issued an order in which he defines the 
responsibility ot Commanders of warships 
with respect to the requests ol Consuls 
abroad. 
The Chancellor directs the Commanders 
to examine for themselves the legal and 
political grounds for such request, unless 
the Consul produces special authority from 
the German boreign Office. As a reason 
lor his action, Prince Bismarck refers to 
the recent events in Samoa, where, he says, 
an unauthorized request resulted in gteat 
loss of life and injury to German interests, 
and danger was incurred of Germany be­ 
coming embroiled w*ith a friendly nation, 
with no conclusive reasons existing for an 
intervention of an armed force.

T he question of the true aims and posi­ 
tion of General Boulanger will continue 
to interest the public uutil the dram a in 
which he is so conspicuous an actor is 
played out. 
For ten days past he lias 
been posing as an exile and in the m ean­ 
time, we are told, his “popularity” in 
France is augmenting. 
But in fact there 
have been no new developments of the 
schema by w hich he expects to reach the 
seat of authority where lie hopes to be 
aide—if lie is to be credited w ith sincerity 
In his declaration—to m aintain the Re­ 
public w ithout “parliainentism ,” whatever 
tn a t may mean. 
T hat he has a very large 
iollowing is not to be denied, and that it 
is augm enting in force is asserted. 
But 
we cannot divest ourselves of the belief 
th at it all represents enm ity to a constitu­ 
tional form of government. 
For it is not 
1 following that is a unit. 
It is made up 
of motley elem ents th at by no sort of 
political alchemy can he resolved into a 
harm onious mass. T he General is a figure 
around which they can agree to meet 
w ithout flying at one another’s throats 
Beyond that we do not believe thev can 
m ite upon any proposition. 
Boulanger is 
him self aware of this, and hence his secret 
scheme is to make him self D ictator and 
hold the antagonistic elements of his fol­ 
lowing at arm ’s length in fear of each 
other. 
A nd such an outcome is not w ith­ 
out the possibilities, but it cannot lie per­ 
m anent, and if it is attained it will be 
red w ith the blood of Frenchm en. 


T h e Butler, I*a.. woman who on W ed­ 
nesday coolly shot her husband, after 
w arning him of her intention to do so if 
he attem pted to again beat her, which he 
proceeded to do, may be none the less 
guilty of a bad exam ple, since the killing 
was the result of her refusal to retire at 
m idnight and cease reading.

If the liook was from

means certain that the advice of the dying 
husband was sound, when, as lie weltered 
in his gore, she asked him if she should 
not dispatch herself also, and he responded 
la the negative. 
It is bad enough, no

dowdy wife arouud in the morning as the 
result of m idnight reading, and hence 
there may have been a deeper meaning 
than is at first apparent in the husband's 
deposition which he made, that he was to 
blame— he may have concluded that the 
man who chooses such a help-meet ought 
not to m urm ur when she fills him with 
cold lead for interfering physically with 
her sm all-hour literary recreations. 
But 
to be serious, the man who has sworn to 
cheriuh “ the weaker,” and to protect her 
from harm , who forgets for one moment that 
the m other ol his children cannot receive 
a blow from him w ithout his manhood be­ 
ing disgraced and his sex being shamed, de­ 
serves to he met by the woman with weapons 
of deadly character when lie attem pts to 
exemplify his brutality by heating her. If 
women cannot have the protection of those 
who in duty are bound to shield them, we 
must not lie surprised that they now and 
then do precisely as men would 'do under 
sim ilar circumstances. 
If the B utler man 
had beaten and bruised, cruelly and m ali­ 
ciously, one of his own sex, who was phy­ 
sically incapable of defendiog 
himself 
w ith the weapons nature furnishes, and the 
brutal assailant had again attempted to 
crush him, the weaker man, fearing great 
Inxlily harm, would he justified in resort­ 
ing, after due warning of his intention, to 
the use of firearms, and this woman had 
equal right to such defense. 
T hat the as­ 
sailant was her husband, that he even mav 
have cause for anger in her refusal to com­ 
ply with a reasonable command, does not 
«fleet the question. 
T he wife-beater pre­ 
sumed upon the weakness of his victim, 
and she resorted to justifiable mans to save 
herself from great harm , possibly death. 
T he world has come to he very charitable 
towards women who meet wife-beaters as 
this one was met, and no jury will he found 
to bring a woman to conviction for treating 
these brutes as men would treat them.

Ttijs feeling was 
Intensified when the new* iva* received 01 w ar 
having been declared against M ataste, and all 
the new spapers, especiad}- the A uckland Star 
ahfi th e Jicratd, spoke out strongly agaiust tue 
po-itKm assum ed by the Germ ans. The attitude 
tak en by A m erica was universally applauded 
tlir ughoitt New .leal \d aud A ustralia, and 1.0 
doubt the prom pt action 111 sending down tho 
w ar ship* am) the determ ined stand taken by 
A m erica was the im m ediate cause of the change 
of fro rt on th e p art of Germ any. The feeling 
to New Zealand and A ustralia Is, how ever, that 
E ngland and Am erica should insist on Maheioa 
being testored to Samoa. 
An-! this is unquestionably the sentim ent 
of the civilized world, and w hile we tnayi 
because of its attitude, be compelled to ex­ 
cept the German Government, it is safe to 
say that were the question subm itted to 
the thinking G erm an people to-day, their 
sense of justice would lead them to concur 
in the demand for the restorat-on of the 
old King.

“M onarch” among the exponents of public 
opinion, commend its to the San Francisco 
Examiner.

W ashington, A pril ISth.—It is verv ap­ 
parent here that the officers of the arm y 
are filled with the liveliest apprehension re­ 
garding the opening of Oklahoma. The 
Secretary of W ar has authorized the state­ 
ment that the Government is fully aware of 
the situation, and has arranged to take all 
proper steps to prevent trouble. 
It is 
known that the subject has formed the 
main topic of discussion at recent Cabinet 
meetings, and that the Attorney-General 
has been called upon to decide the question 
as to the authority of the AVar Departm eut 
to act in the case of strife or bloodshed or 
violence in the newly opened country. 
Instructions were sent to the comm and­ 
ant of the troops in Oklahoma, as the result 
of the opinion by the Attorney-General, 
but were extrem ely guarded. 
Thev are 
understood to direct the arm y officers to 
assist in the m aintenance of the law, but 
to carefully observed the regulations defin­ 
ing their authority, and leave the arrests 
for violations of the law to the Marshals. 
The President might, in case of a serious 
disturbance, declare m artial law over the 
territory, but this could not be done in ad­ 
vance of a breach of the peace, and the 
machinery of the Government would, it is 
feared, be too slow-moving to meet the 
great emergency which may arise. 
The 
only arm y regulation on the subject pro­ 
vides for the interference by troops in an 
emergency only in the casé of the inter­ 
ruption to the carriage of mail, or assaults 
upon United States property, but under a 
somewhat strained construction it may 
form a reason, assigned for use of troops, 
to prevent or restrain rioting or bloodshed 
in a Territory. 


INTERNAL EE VENUE IN OKLAHOMA. 
Washington, April 18th.—Commodore 
Mason of the Internal Revenue, has decided 
under the recent action of Congress and the 
proclamation of the Presidenf in relation to 
Oklahoma, it ceases to be “ Indian Terri­ 
tory,” and that special tax stamps may be 
sold to wholsale and retail liquor dea'lcrs, 
to engage in the business there under the 
same terms and regulations as in other 
States and Territories of the United States. 
The effect of this decision will be to allow 
wholesale and retail liquor dealers to pur­ 
chase special taxstam psin Oklahoma,under 
the same terms as in other sections of the 
country. Arrangements are being m ake to 
have a force of Deputy Collectors and reve­ 
nue agents on hand tii see that the laws are 
enforced, and that the interests of the Gov­ 
ernm ent are protected. 


A STBEA.M OF PRAIRIE SCHOONERS. 
W ellington (Kan.), April 18th.—The 
stream of prairie schooners moving south­ 
ward has not dim inished. The streets cf 
the city are filled with boomers, and they 
continue to pour in from the north, east 
and west, frequently from six to twelve 
wagons and teams included in one outfit. 
Such emigration was never before witnessed 
in this section. 
Old settlers, who are familiar with the 
Cimarron river, whicli all settlers entering 
Oklahoma from the northwest m ust cross, 
say the river is very high, and it is as 
m uch as a m an’s life is worth to trv to 
cross it in its swollen condition. 
Its " bed 
is composed in large part of shifting quick­ 
sands, and where a safe crossing can be 
made to-day, to-morrow, in all probability, 
the same place would be death to ail. 
Many parties who intended logo from here 
with teams will go by rail, being fearful of 
serious accidents in fording this river. 
THE PROMISED LAND. 
K ansas C ity, April 18th—Captain IIay_ 
yesterday received instructions from the 
\\ ar D epartm ent to perm it entries into tbe 
strip at 8 o’clock this morning. The South 
bridge, across the Arkansas river, is the 
most direct route to the strip, being just 
three miles from the border. The road is 
narrow, with a hedge on one side and wire 
fence on the other. The rain made the 
mud hub deep. Before dark last night this 
three miles of road was blocked with wag­ 
ons, and impassable either way. 
Many 
families slept in their wagons, which stood 
up to the hubs in mud. 
A large party from W ellington, Kas., has 
constructed a pontoon bridge, which is 
portable, and they will cross the streams 
on it. This m orning fully 400 wagons were 
along the lii.e and strung all the way to A r­ 
kansas City, where were «400 more. 
There 
was a hesitancy about the start. Orders 
were given by Captain H ays to wait till 8 
o'clock, when an Oiderly would give w arn­ 
ing. It lacked a few minutes before 8 when 
a Kansas City man called out “ W hy 
should we wait longer? follow m e ;" and 
drove across the line upon the reservation. 
A tremendous shout went up from the 
boomers and they went forward and over 
the line. The shout was taken up all along 
the line and the entire cavalcade moved 
forward. W illiams from Chataquacountv, 
Kansas, with his wife and five children, 
were the first settlers to follow the Kansas 
City men. Soon one thousand white cov­ 
ered wagons were in motion, and from an 
elevation five solid miles of wagons could 
be seen, and as the caravan went over the 
undulating prairie it presented a sight 
probably never to be seen again. 
I’erched on the cracker box in the first 
of ten wagons from Kingman, Kans., Dan 
Sikes flung an American flag to the breeze. 
As far as it could be seen, it was hailed 
with patriotic shouts. 
For three hours 
wagous cioased the strip lice and moved 
slowly toward "the promised land." 
On 
the outside of alm cst every waeon were 
strapped plows, household 
goods, and 
farm ing im plem ents. 
An extra horse and 
bunches of cattle followed tbe wagons, 
often driven by women and children. 


THE FIRST HOUSE. 
One farmer had built a bouse from the 
bed of his wagon. It was shingled and the 
stovepipe leading from tbe modern cook 
stove made a complete apartm ent. 
From 
the Cherokee strip line to Salt creek fork is 
four miles. This creek is swollen and 
crossing it is dangerous business. 
A tem ­ 
porary bridge has been erected, but it is 
not safe. It is believed that a m ajority of 
the settlers will camp to-night beside this 
stream. 
Captain Hays broke up Camp Price at 
noon and is following with his cavalrv. 
H is orders are to camp to-nigbt at Sa’lt 
creek fork and then to take bis line of 
m arch to-morrow for the Oklahoma line. 
Camp will be struck by the soldiers just 
across tbe line. Captain Hays wii! picket 
his men nloug the line as tar as they will 
reach. H is picket line will be joined by a 
line of soldiers from Caldwell and {he 
boomers 
WILL BE KEPT AT BAY 
U ntil the hour of noon arrives. 
Three 
miles of the road from tbe Arkansas river, 
along tbe Ponca trail, is in a frightfnl con­ 
dition, and it was most discouraging for the 
settlers, but these men are not made of 
stuft to turn back. 
Difficulties of ail kinds 
are met mid overcome. 
The most neigh­ 
borly teeling exists, and each renders the 
other all the assistance possible. 
Captain Hays, who has kept the boomers 
at bay, says be never saw a more orderly 
set of men. H e fully expected to see an 
element that would cause trouble. 
The 
Indians from the Mission school balf a 
m ile from the Ponca trail came in a body 
to witness the start, and men and women 
on horseback from Arkansas City galloped 
along the line of wagons and waved their 
handkerchiefs to the farmers. 
Prospective 
merchants, 
town-siters. 
bankets and speculators, will take the train 
Monday. 
The wagons from the north 
continue to pour in, but in no such num ­ 
bers as were witnessed in the last three 
days. 
Parts o ta n agon passed under the 
tem porary bridge over Salt creek fork this 
morning, and tbe supposition is that a 
family of boomers have been lost in the 
stream . It is reported that two persons 
were drowned. 


ENTERING THE 
LAND OF THE CHEROKEE*. 
Caldwell 
(Kan.), A pril 
18th.— Ten 
o'clock this morniDg a start across the 
Cherokee strip was made by the boomers 
encamped here. The intention had been 
to start to-morrow morning, but owing to 
the condition of the trail, because of the 
heavy rains during the last few days, Cap­ 
tain Woodson, comm anding the company 
stationed here to repel the invaders, deter­ 
mined to give the colonists another day to 
cross the strip. 
By 10 o’clock, fifty wagons were drawn 
up on either side of "the little bridge where 
the old Reno trail crosses the line, and at 
just 10 o’clock, they were perm itted to 
start. The troops rode slowly in the front, 
the wagons stripping out in single file, 
m aking the statt of a long procession, that 
will continue to pour over the little bridge 
into the land of the Cherokees all day long. 
About 700 wagons left to-day. 
GETTING HEADY FOR STAGE LINES. 
T opeka (K an.), A pril 18th.—Eight car­ 


loads of mules passed through to-night to 
be used on the Rock Island stage route in 
Oklahoma. General Manager Sebastian, of 
the Rock Island Railroad, left for Caldwell 
to-night, and will have the ferries con­ 
structed over Cimarron river. 
The large 
exodus from this city and advices from tbe 
east and south, indicate the boomers are 
coming in great numbers. 


LED BY THE TROOPS. 
Caldwell (Kas,), A pril 18th.—Over 700 
wagons crossed the line to-day, beginning 
at 10 o'clock, w ith troops in the lead.

CAPTAIN JO H N MULLAN. 


T h e N orth ern P a cllic I'a th - F lutter in 
T a co m a . 
The Tacoma Daily Ledger of the 15th 
inst. contained the following interesting 
sketch of Captain John M ullan, who was 
in Sacramento during the last session of 
the Legislature: 
There was written on the register of The 
Tacoma on Friday evening last, in chirogra­ 
ph}- as bold aud rugged as the life-work of 
the m an has been who penned it—a m an 
whose nam e is inseparably linked with the 
history of the Northwest, when W ashing­ 
ton was yet a part of Oregon, and the Ter­ 
ritories of Dakota and Idaho yet w ithin the 
lines of Nebraska. The man who wrote 
the nam e was John M ullan, practically the 
first engineer of the N orthern Pacific R ail­ 
road, one of its incorporators, the man who 
built the famous M ullan road, after whom 
it was named, as is the Mullan pass and 
Mullan tunnel, row the special agent in 
IV ashington of California, Oregon, Nevada 
and our own Territory. 
At an age when a majority of young men 
are yet properly the objects of parental care 
and nurture, he, a talented graduateof W est 
lo in t, ot the same class with Sheridan, 
Crook and otheis whose names go to m ake 
up history, assumed duties with a rare 
fidelity and an extraordinary capacity for 
endurance that has made liis nam e hon­ 
ored and beloved in the veriest hovel of the 
most remote frontiersman. 
In a long interview yesterday afternoon 
with a representative of the Ledger. Major 
Mullan spoke entertainingly of ibis explo­ 
rations that began in ls52. and ended only 
with the outbreaking of the rebellion 
“ Night after night,” said he, “ I have laid 
out in unbeaten forests or on pathless prai­ 
ries, with no bed but a few pine Daves 
with no pillow but m y saddle, and in m y 
im agination heard the whistle of the en­ 
gine, the w hirr of the machinery, the 
paddie of the steamboat wheels as thev 
plowed the waters of the Sound, and in my 
enthusiasm saw the country tbicklv popu­ 
lated and thousands still coming, still pour­ 
ing over the borders to make homes in this 
far-off western land. The Northern Pacific 
Railroad practically follows the road I 
planned and built with so m uch toil and 
so m any hardships more than thirty years 
ago. 
* 
“ I always contended 
that the Cceur 
d’Alene pass was the proper one to follow, 
and when the road is straightened from 
Spokane to Missoula, as I infer it wiil soon 
be, it will actually shorten the distance be­ 
tween St. Paul and Tacoma fully 100 miles, 
m aking it the shortest transcontinental 
route. Congress first appropriated, in 1857, 
5-30,000 with which to commence the road 
which bears my name. $100,000 in 1858, and 
another $100,000 in 1859. I organized com­ 
bined and worked out the situation like the 
several elements in a mathem atical pro­ 
blem. I endured hardships of which no 
tongue can speak, yet at all times harness­ 
ing the energy of a blacksmith to the acute­ 
ness and insight of a tactician successfully 
supposed to he acquired at W est Point, I 
always had faith in m y work, the success­ 
ful outcome of m y achievements. I alwavs 
disregarded w hat was impractical, w hat 
was spectacular, and faced treachery from 
those who should have assisted nie, and 
subm itted to its consequences, m aking no 
sign. 
" I consider next to the building of the 
M uhan road the opening up of the waters 
of the upper Missouri the most successful 
of my achievements. It was first attempted 
by oue of m y staff', a young officer named 
Grover, a brother o’f Oregon’s Senator. 
Prior to this the Lnited States had been 
rendezvousing their soldiers at New York, 
sending them to San Francisco via the 
Isthmus, and from California distributing 
throughout the Northwest. It was at my 
suggestion that this route was changed, and 
when the tuen came directly to the N orth­ 
west, instead of massing in New York to be 
forwarded by the first-named route, I was 
assured m y work had not been in vain. 
Two of m y stanchest friends duriDg my 
explorations were Isaac T. Stevens, the first 
Governor of W ashington, since dead, and 
Senator H enry A. Rice of Minnesota, still 
living. To both of these statesmen W ash­ 
ington owes more than it can ever repay.” 
Major Mullan intends leaving for Olym ­ 
pia to-morrow to be the guest of Governor 
Moore. 
He is a m an perhaps 65 years of 
age, of restless energy, so characteristic of 
an American, and was appointed to West 
Point from Maryland, in which State he 
was born. 
Both bis hair and whiskers are 
snow white, and he looks when his head 
is uncovered not unlike the iate John B. 
Gough. 
H e is a man who would be picked 
out anyw here in a crowd as being one 
above the ordinary run of man. 
Captain Mullan, of the Nipsic, which was 
lost at Samoa, is a brother of Captain John 
Mullan, who is now at The Tacoma. 
H e 
was ordered from Callao with his vessel 
last November. 


O R IG IN 
OF “ UNCLE 
SAM .” 


Speculation lias recently arisen regarding 
the origin of jhe term “ Uncle S a m ," as ap­ 
plied to the United States Government. 
In the war of 1812, between this country 
Hud Great Britain, Elbert Anderson, of 
New York, purchased in Troy, N. Y., a 
large am ount ot pork for the American 
arm y. 
It was inspected by Samuel Wilson, who 
was popularly known as " Uncle Sam .” 
T he barrels of pork were m arked “ E. A . 
U. S., ' the lettering being down by a face­ 
tious employe of Mr. Wilson. 
W hen asked by fellow-workmen the 
m eaning of the m ark (for the letters U. S., 
for I uited States, were then alm ost entirely 
new to them ), said " h e did not know, u n ­ 
less it m eant Elbert Anderson and Uncle 
Sam,” alluding to Uncle Sam Wilson. 
The joke took among the workmen, and 
passed currently, and "U ncle S am ” him ­ 
self being present, was occasionally rallied 
on the increasing extent of his possessions. 
Soon the incident appeared in print, and 
the joke gained favor rapidly, till it pene­ 
trated and was recognized in every par: of 
the country, and. says John Frost,"the Bos­ 
ton historian, wiil no doubt continue so 
while the United States rem ains a nation. 
It is now firmly imbedded in the Mosaic 
° f our language, like " Tippecanoe," “ Log 
Cabin, 
and other short but expressive 
phrases, which refer to im portant events in 
the history of the Republic. 
Both "T ippe­ 
canoe

renewed force and vitality since their adop­ 
tion by Him.

CONSIDERATION OF AX IMPORT­ 
ANT PROJECT. 


R eport of th e B oard o f T rade Com­ 
m ittee on th e Proposed R ail­ 
ro ad to A m ador. 


The Executive Committee of the City 
Board of Trade, consisting ot Messrs. Jo­ 
seph Steffens President), L. L. Lewis, D. 
Lubin, William Ingram, D. A. Lindley, A­ 
S. Hopkins and Herman Fisher, met at the 
rooms of the Board yesterday afternoon at 
3:30 o’clock. The President of the Board 
stated that the object of the meeting was 
to receive the report of a sub-committee 
recently appointed to examine into the 
resources of the country and the possibili­ 
tie s of building a railroad between Sacra­ 
mento and Jackson, Amador county, and 
also to receive a report from Jackson Den­ 
nis and Dr. J. L. Mayon, representing the 
people of Amador county in the proposed 
branch road. 
David Lubin submitted the following 
communication, which was read : 
Setter Creek, A m ador Co.. A pril 14,1889. 
Da cid Lubin and Others of the Committee A p­ 
pointed by the Sacramento Board a f Trade—D e a r 
bIB»: N oticing through the press th at your 
Board of T rade is taking some action relative to 
a railroad connecting this section w ith Sacra­ 
m ento city, we would respectfully inform your 
com m ittee th a t some tim e ago m eetings were 
h eld throughout th is county tor the sam e pur­ 
pose, aud com m ittees were appointed to secure 
data, aud, it your com m ittee w ise, would be 
glad to m eet w ith your com m ittee aud com pare 
notes. A p art oi our com m ittee at leari can 
m eet w ith yours alm ost any tim e it m ay suit 
you. Probably a trip over the proposed route 
w ould be advisable to gain iuio m ation. We 
should be glad to h ear from you on the subject.

REPORT OF T H E SUB-COMMITTEE. 
G. W. Hancock, of the sub-committee, 
then submitted a verbal report. Mr. Han­ 
cock said that the proposed route would 
open up a rich aud extensive section 
of country which 
had 
heietofore re­ 
mained in a measure undeveloped for 
the want of better means of communi­ 
cation. He said that in the vicinity of 
Howell’s Station, near the Cosumnes river, 
there were over 20,000 acres of first and 
second grade bottom lands, some 12,000 of 
which could not be equaled in this county 
for fruit-growing purposes. He claimed 
that it was better adapted for that purpose 
than any lands on the American or Sacra­ 
mento rivers. Mr. Hancock referred to a 
map to show that the route of the proposed 
line would be along or parallel to the Jack­ 
son road as far as Howell's and it would 
then run in a southwesterly direction, 
crossing the Cosumnes river and extending 
on to Plymouth, Sutter Creek and Jackson, 
the proposed terminus. 
Jackson Dennis, Secretary of the Ama­ 
dor County Committee, saia that the in­ 
tended line of road would be of incalcu­ 
lable value to the citizens of his county. In 
his opinion it would become a paying 
leeder from the start. Referring to" the 
population who would be benefited by the 
building of this road, be said that it would 
open up a territory occupied by some ten 
or twelve thousand people; that every day 
upwards of twenty carloads of merchandise 
was hauled into that section by wagon. 
“But this is not all,” said Mr! Dennis. 
“Our resources are about inexhaustible. 
In addition to farm and orchard products 
we have large forests, which will supply 
millions of feet of lumber, which cannot be 
put on tbe market until a road is built.” 
He said that a committee bad called on 
General Manager Towne and Colonel Fred. 
Crocker, of the Southern Pacific, and had 
discussed the matter very thoroughly. The 
railroad people seemed very much pleased 
with their report. 
Mr. Dennis said that his people would 
like very much to act with Sacramento in 
securing the building of this road, and 
would lend all tbe assistance within their 
power. Sacramento would be the place 
most benefited, for it made her the supply 
depot for a large and crowing section. 
Mr. Steffens remarked that the two com­ 
mittees had better prepare their report at 
once. 
He added that Mr. Huntington 
would be in Sacramento within a few daps, 
and then the whole matter could be laid 
before him. The road would be about fifty 
miles long. A great many people along 
the contemplated route are ready to assist 
the builders financially. 
The committee then adjourned. 


RESOURCES OF THAT SECTION. 
J. A. Scott, a gentleman who has evinced 
much interest in the proposed railroad, is 
in the city. He says the property owners 
along tbe route ot the proposed road are 
becoming quite enthusiastic about it. aud 
will give a subsidy of $5 per acre on farms 
of from 3,000 to 4.000 acres. 
In an interview with a R ecord-I'rio x 
reporter Mr. Scott stated that there is adja­ 
cent to the proposed line—commencing at 
a point about forty-five miles from Sacra­ 
mento—a stretch of timber country forty 
miles in length by an average of sixteen in 
width, an area embracing 640 sections. 
Each of these sections will produce ten 
trees to the acre, and each tree wilt yield 
2.000 feet of lumber. This would give in 
round numbers about 819,000 carloads of 
sawed lumber to be moved to market, be­ 
side an equal quantity of stove-wood. At 
an average cost of $10 per car be estimates 
that a railroad running through that sec­ 
tion would receive $8,190,000 from freight 
of that character alone, to say nothing of 
other classes of freight and the passenger 
traffic. 
Indian 
Diggings, El Dorado county, 
through whicu locality the proposed road 
would likely run. has extensive quarries of 
marble and sandstone. A specimen of the 
former is shown in the shape of a mantel­ 
shelf, made from a slab that had lain ex­ 
posed to the elements for upward of twenty 
years, and it compares favorably with the 
marble in general use. A block of the 
sandstone recently sawed from the quarry 
shows that it can be readily sawed into any 
desired shape or design, but the longer ex­ 
posed to the air the harder it becomes. It 
should be very valuable for building and 
ornamental purposes. It is of a creamy 
d o r , with blotches and streaks of red. and 
would make very attractive-looking build­ 
ings. 
Both the marble and sandstone 
quarries, he says, are practically inexhausti­ 
ble. It would seem as if this matter were 
worthy of the consideration of the capital­ 
ists and business men of this citv.
